{To The Editor, “Sunday Herald”) 


Sir,—Mra, Jaffray, wife of Rey. 
R. A. Jaffray of the Christian and 
Missionary. Alliance, is in ‘long 
Kong and is anxious to organise 
tu centre in the first place for wo- 
men and children. 


Since 1923 she has been released 
from the South Chinn Conference of 
that, Mission for , special work 
amongat women and children, to 
which she felt called. 

She is now in the Colony and is 
endervouring to obtain funds for 
the purposes of this work, and has 
J. OR. Higes of St. An- 
drew's Church to give out collecting 
boxes for this purpose and Mr H. 
R. Wells to receive monies coutri- 
buted for the purposes of the work 
jand assist as a temporary Treasur- 
fer. 

The first work to be undertaken 
will be providing premises where 
women may be brought together, 
and it is hoped that they may be 
trained In hand-work. 

This is an outline’of the activitics 
suggested as a firgt step, but tho 
aim is to be carried forward ns 
rescue work*for women and it is 
felt that this should be done by a 
Committee of ladies of any creed or 
race or natfonolity who may wish 
to give their services in this great 
cause. But Mrs. Jaffray wishes 
the work ‘to be controlled by Pro- 
testant workors,- 

If Jadics saill offer their sorvicos, 
they may proceed to .. form thoir 
Committee, and ‘appoint their off- 
cora and outline the work to be car- 


ried on. 

Jt will be necessary to determine 
the situation of the first home and 
quarters, and to obtain voluntary 
works to control the prémigcs. It 
is probably that some servants may 
be needed,-though it is hoped that 
capable women members will be able 
to carry on most of the indoor ser- 
vice, and others may take the goods 
out for sale, or a shop may be open- 
ed for that purpage. 


It is hoped that voluntary work- 
ers may instruct the women in vari- 
ous Hnes of work and others will 
give their Bervious for a moderate 
remuncration. 

The, first premises should be one 
or more flats in one building and it 
will help to bring. together a num- 
ber of the women and children. 

It is suggested, that a, type of 
creche may be-carried on in the 
premises, so that women avho go out 
to work on the streets, such as 
sewing women may leave their 
children in the care of competent 
persons and larger children may 
perhaps be trained in kindergarten 
methods. 

“Ff ladics will see Mrs. Jaffray. at 
the Bible Depot on Friday morn- 
ings, or St. Andrew's Church Hall 
on Friday afternoon, further stepa 
‘may be taken towards ~ beginning 
this work which may grow into a 
vory large co-operative institution.

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DEFENCE AND FINANCE 


; HEN a Chancellor of the Exchequer announces a programme 

of expenditure running into hundreds of millions of 
pounds, it is natural that it should be the topic of the day, and 
that a good many people should ask how such sums can be spent 
‘without a danger of bankruptcy. It is quite true that the new 
Defence programme spells bankruptcy, but it is the bankruptcy 
of statesmanship, not of finance. The post-war world has been 
faced with new problems that may be bigger than-any that x 
previous generation has had to deal with. What is certain is 
that none of the plans that have been proposed have been big 
enough for the problems, and that the statesmen have not been 
big enough to give the plans a fair chance. , 

At the root of our difficulties is what ought to have been 

our greatest asset; the enormous growth of the productive power 
of each man that is in regular employment. This is usually put 
down to the credit of the machine, but it is just as true of the 
farmer and the farm Iabourer. Wales, for instance, has an 
enormous proportion of waste land, and Iand that is of very 
poor grade for grazing. A recent report of “The Cahn Hill 
Improvement Scheme," . edited by Professor Stapledon, shows 
that all of this land could be raised to high value with adequate 
expenditure and care. Wales has a market at hand capable of 
consuming all she can produce, and “depressed districts” where 
one man. in three is not only unemployed but has never been 
‘employed unless he is of middle age. Why has not the work 
and the man been linked together? In the standardised indus- 
tries the complaint of “technological unemployment” is too 
familiar to need recounting. If one man can do what used to 
take ten, what are the other nine to do? 

New industries have been started, but not fast enough or 
on a large enough scale to prevent the growth of a large un- 
employed class that is the seed-hed of discontent and revolution. 
Only two methods of alleviation have been applied. The one is 
the distribution of a more or less inadequate dole, which does 
nothing to give any useful training or to inspire hope and 
enterprise. The other is to shut out goods made elsewhere, and 
thereby increase national resentment; quite a different thing 
from patriotism, which nieans the. promotion of the good of 
one’s own country, not the suppression of others. 

Hence the division of capital for which no useful purpose 
has been found into the making of munitions of war, and a 
doctrine that industry can-only be encouraged by obtaining the 
political control of other countries that would prefer independ- 
ence and are ready to fight for it. — 

; A great deal of misconception comes through judging State 
policies on.the analogy of the private expenditure of the indivi- 
dual. Once the State . has. undertaken responsibility for its 
unemployed citizens, the most useless waste of all is to leave a 
large section without the hope of employment. Employment 
means the circulation of money in wages. 
battleships and the mechanised battalions should never have to 
be used, their creatidn will have taught ‘useful trades to idle 
hands. The mischief is not in circulating the money, but in 
applying it to wages for work that is not as uscful it might be, 
such as housing and Jand development.
